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GREAT RACE IN AIR BEGUN. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 21.—[Special.)—Like 
monster birds the nine big balloons represent- 
Ing four nations gracefully mounted in the 
air and started away from Forest park on the 
second international aéronautic contest late 
this afternoon. On three levels they drifted 
along on the gradually freshening southeast 
breeze until the shades of night enveloped 
them. 


Travel Both East and West. 

Investigation made this afternoon showed 
that for one mile above the earth the air 
current was toward the west. Above that it 
was eastward. From late reports tonight 
it would appear that some of the balloons 
ascended more than a mile and traveled 
east. Many cities in Illinois to the north of 
east of St. Louis reported seeing aerial 
craft. While from Lexington—200 miles 
away—came word that at 10 o'clock five 
balloons had been sighted. 

Soon after 8 o’clock tonight George Ffan- 
igan, a farmer living near Hamburg, III., 
talked with the men in the basket of the 
United States. The balloon was near the 
earth and the navigators said they were 
„headed for Chicago.“

Throngs Cheer as Balloons Go. 


Forest park was thronged with 15,000 per- 
sons and all St. Louis watched during the 
time the ascents were made. Cheers and 
huzzas mingled with the strains of the na- 
tional airs of the various nationg as the bal- 
loons were sent up. 

The Pommern, from Germany, was the first 
to getaway. Promptly at 4 oelock the huge 
bag shot up into the air and at a great alti- 
tude started away on its course, 

The French and English aeronauts did not 
ascend so high as the Germans, and the 
Américans hugged the lower air currents. 

As the St. Louis, the last of the contestants, 
left the ground the enthusiasm of the crowd 
knew no bounds. It was checked for an in- 
stant as the big bag was carried directly 
toward the grand stand. Willing hands seized 
the dangling ropes and dragged the creft 
back to the starting ground. The ascent then 
was made safely. 

Unique Sight in Park. 

The scenes attending the start and prepa- 
rations for the race were unique in American 
history. The day was one of brilliant sun- 
shine with just such a touch of autumn chin 
in the air. ‘ 

In the inclosure at Forest park given over 
to the aeronauts the nine balloons were ar- 
ranged in two rows, five being on one side of 
the central line and four on the other. 

For four hours before the starting hour gas 
was pumped in the bags from a skeleton of 
specially constructed pipes leading from a 
gas tank in which was stored 3,200,000 cubic 
feet of the lightest coal gas that, according 
to the aeronauts, has ever been manufac- 
tured. - 

When half filled each balloon resembled the 
rounded cover to some giant cauldron, The 
colors of the bags ranged from an opaque 
chrome yellow, peculiar to a construction of 
cotton cloth, treated with rubber or gutta 
percha composition, to a light drab, which 
characterized the balloons made of varnished 
cotton. Over each half globe was thrown 
the webbing which was to support the basket 
and its occupants. The | ns remained 
half filled until an hour before the race, 
when the gas bags were expanded to their

At the same time the men attending both 
conferences declared the idea that the Knick- 
erhocker company was in trouble was ridicu- 
lous.

Walkout Starts in Chicago. 


| The first break came on the morning of 
Sept. 23, when the printing houses of Chicago 
received a circular lettér on the stationery of 
local No. 3 stating that the eight hour day 
would be enforced on Oct. 1. A protest from 
the Chicago Typothete that this would be 
breaking the contract brought no responee. 

Instead of waiting until Oct. 1 the press- 
men in the printing houses of W. F. Hall & 
Co., M. A. Donohue & Co., and A. R. Barnes 
& Co. walked out om the Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday of the week preceding that 
date. Other workers followed on Oct. 1 until 
all except the open shops were seriously 
crippled, Many of the employers were forced 
to take back their men at the union terms. 

Relief was sought in the federal court at 
Cincinnati, as that was the home of Presi- 
dent Berry and of Patrick McMullen, inter- 
national secretary of the union. 


Must Not Pay Strike Benefits. 

A point most severely contested—that of 
enjoining the union from paying strike ben- 
efitis—was won by the employers. Judge 
Thompson held that, in face of the fact that 
individuals cannot be restrained from leav- 
ing their work, the existence of such an ar- 
rangement would amount to inciting a strike. 

Predictions of the effect of the injunction 
upon local conditions could not be made by 
the officers of either the presasmen or their 
employers. The situation is complicated by 
the verbal agreements made subsequent to 
Oct. 1, whereby a number of houses con- 
sented to pay their workmen their regular 
salary—that stipulated as for a nine hour 
day—if they would return to work eight 
hours out of twenty-four. 

It is a question if these men can be kept 
in their places after the expiration of the 
shorter period, as they may insist that the 
second, the verbal, agreement replaced the 
written contract in their individual cases. 

Officers of the Chicago Typothete er- 
pressed their confidence that the union lead- 
ers will direct a complete observance of the 
terms of the injunction. A personal bond of 
$10,000 binding the international officers to 
obey his orders in the matter was exacted by 
Judge Thompson, and no doubt is felt of their 
attitude until the expiration of the contract,

Stuyvesant Fish temporarily has the better 
of the argument with E. H. Harriman in the 
fight ‘ie control of the Illinois Central. By 
mutual agreement of the attorneys for the 
contending factions the election has been 
postponed until Dec. 18. This is what the 
Fish forces sought last Tuesday in lieu of the 
amended order issued by Judge Ball, and, 
while the delay may not be as welcome now 
as it would have been then, it at least blocks 
the election for the time being. 

The agreement to postpone the election was 


| the result of a conference, beginning Sunday 


night and lasting until nearly morning, be- 
tween Edgar H. Farrar for Mr. Fish and 
Wiliam Nelson Cromwell for the Harriman- 
Harahan forces. The overtures for this 
truce were made by Attorney Farrar, but 
he was armed with the fact that as the 
_proxies then stood Mr. Fish had a majority. 

On. the other hand, there were and still are 
enough contested votes to diminish, tf not 
entirely wipe out, this majority, Each of 
these disputed proxies might well be made 
the basis for a lawsuit, which would have to 
be fought by Fish.

The shadow of contempt proceedings hangs 
over the head of Lyman A. Walton, vice 
president of the Equitable Trust company, 
because of his refusal to answer important 
questions put to him yesterday as a witness 
before the federal grand jury. 


While government attorneys are more 1 ; 


ordinarily secretive as to their plans, it ap- 
pears that the Horace Argo contempt cage 
in which the gambling trust defied the Cook 
county grand jury, may possibly be re- 
enacted in the John R. Walsh case. The 
question will be put up to Federal Judge 
Bethea on his return to Chicago tomorrow. 

Meanwhile the refusal of the witness to 
answer the questions put to him has balked 
the efforts. of the government to secure in- 
dictments against two of Walsh's subordi- 
nates. As the grand jury has reopened the 
investigation into the nancial eos operations 
of the former banker for no other. reason 
than to invest e the connection of these 
two men with. alsh failure, it is not ex- 
pected that the district attorney's office will 
be inclined to be lenfent to the witness Who 
has succeeded in tying up, temporarily at 
least, the machinery of investigation. 


Former South Park President. 


Mr. Walton; who was formerly president 
of the south park commissioners, was the 
first and only witness called. Before he was 
summoned to the grand jury rooms a truck 
load of books and documents from the offices: 
of the Walsh institutions were taken there 
to be used in the examination of witnesses. 

Assistant District Attorneys Dobyns and 
Childs at once began the examination, ques- 
tioning Mr. Walton closely, it is said, re- 
garding the two officials under fire. But they 
made little progress. Mr. Walton, while an- 
swering many questions put to him, refused 
to answer some of the most important. 

This was not expected, and Attorney 
Dobyns at once explained that no statements 
made by the witness before the grand jury 
would be used against him in any future 
prosecutions. Still the information was not 
forthcoming. Mr. Walton is said to have 
argued that the district attorney's office had 
no authority to force him to answer some of 
the questions. 

The only thing that is left for us is to put 
the question up to Judge Bethea,” said 
Dobyns. 

Judge Away Until Tomorrow. 

As Judge Bethea now is holding court in 
Freeport, III., and will not return to Chi- 
cago until tomorrow morning, it was neces- 
sary to adjourn the grand jury until that 
time. 

J can’t discuss any matters that have 
taken place before the grand jury,” said 
Mr. Walton when questioned about the affair 
later in the day. 

District Attorney Sims and his assistants 
also refused to talk of the situation other 
than to say that it had been found necessary 
to adjourn the grand jury. 


Cuney Hare, charging that he is a negro, 
though posing as a white man, and that he 
is attempting to bring up their 7 year old 
daughter, Vera, to believe she is of Spanish 
blood. 

Mrs. Hare, who is the daughter of N. 
Wright Cuney, said to be one of the brilliant 
men of the colored race, asks for the cus- 
tody of the child, now under her former hus- 
band’s care for nine months of the year. She 
asserts in the petition that he has made 
every effort to conceal his real identity and 
hers, as well as that of the child. 

She declares Dr. McKinley is the son of a 
white father and colored mother. In order 
to broaden his practice, it is charged in the 
petition, he threw off his race when he came 
to Chicago shortly after they were married 
in 1898. He had attained a reputation as a 
physician among the colored people of the 
south, but, the bill declares, received tittle 
financial reward. 


Urged to Ignore Her Race. 

Mrs. Hare charges that he insisted she 
should not recognize any of her colored: 
friends in the street or permit any of them to 
call on her at their residence. When the 
ohild was born, she asserts, he filled out the 
birth certificate to the éffect that it was of 
„ American-Spanish blood, leaving blank 
the space to indicate it might be of negro 
parentage. 

Mrs. McKimley left her husband four years 
after their marriage, declaring she would 
not give up her race for him. In 1904, when 
she was in the south he obtained a divorce, 
with the custody of the child, as she was not 
present to make a defense. When she heard 
of the divorce she came to Chicago. 

Action was begun then by her to secure 
possession of the child, but a compromise 
was effected by which she was to have pos- 
session of the child for three months in the 
year. This plan of custody was carried out 
until Oct. 1, when Mrs. Hare, who had mar- 
ried again, in August, 1904, refused to turn 
her daughter over to her former husband. 

Dr. McKinley married again last spring, 
the bride being Miss Caroline I. Ennis. Ina 
letter to his former wife, it is alleged, he said 
his second wife was 4 years old, had an in- 
come of $250 a month, and was worth $25,000. 


Three Specific Charges Are Made. 

These three specific charges are made 
against Dr. McKinley in the petition: 

He held his wife before the public as of Spanish 
blood and refused to permit her to have any asso- 
clation with her companions or friends of her race. 

He is bringing up the child as a white, making 
it belleve it is white, and instilling a hatred in the 
child against its race. 

He has married a woman of the white race in 
whose care the child is placed by him. 


N, Wright Cuney, father of Mrs. Hare, was 
collector of customs at Galveston under 
President Harrison. He was a leading col- 
ored politician of the south and was a mem- 
ber of the republican national committee.

Astrike 
resulting in a railroad tieup would result in 
immediate settlement of both strikes.” 


Small Blames a Traitor. 

S. J. Small, deposed president of the com- 
mercial telegraphers, made public a letter 
addressed to the officers and members of the 
organization explaining his action in asking 
the local unions to consider calling off the 
strike and advising against the Milwaukee 
convention. The letter reads in part:

“ Ultimately, I believe there can be an 
enormous spread of the activity of the na- 
tional gover in the care of our water-

Moral for Individual. 


Now, my friends, I have spoken to you 
only .of the things affecting our materia!

portance. It is as important for a nation 
that there shall be a foundation. of material 
Prosperity As it is important for an indi- 
vidual that there shoud be such a founda- 
tion. I distrust the man in private life who 
is filled wtih enthusiasm to reform mankind 
but who cannot support his own wife and 
family. Let the man first pull his own 
weight; et him support himself and those 
dependent upon him. 

He will find it at times a good deal be a 
job; let him do that and if he does that he 
has then laid the foundation for permitting 
himself to become a useful citizen in broader 
aspects. Now, with a nation it is the same 
thing; we must have a basis of materia: 
prosperity on whith to build; but woe to 
the nation which fever rears on that founda- 
tion the superstructure of a higher life. 

“Gentlemen, you and those who fought 
beside you and those who fought against 
you are enshrined imperishably in the hearts 
of the people of the entire nation because 
when the time came which called for you 
to risk all that you had—property, life, and 
all—for fealty to your ideal, you gladly 
spurned every other consideration, treating 
all else as naught compared to the chance to 
show your manhood on the field of battile. 

“We honor you and those who fought 
under you; we honor those who fought 
against you because they had that fine ca- 
pacity to ignore everything else, life includ- 
ed, when honor called. But we need to have 
that spirit shown in civi) life just as much as 
in military life. If ever our people beqome 
so sordid as to feel that all that amounts 
to money—prosperity, ignoble well being, 
ease, and comfort—then this nation will 
perish, as it deserves to perish, from the face 
of the earth. 


Sinks Party Differences. 


“Mr. Williams has said that for a day we 
can sink all mere party differences. Since 
I have been president I have found that 
most of the time I have @eeded to sink 
them, because the differences of party are 
of small importance compared to the great 
fundamentals of good citizenship upon which 
all American citizens should be united. We 
can afford to differ on the first questions 
only so long as we remember that the differ- 
ences on those questions never must be al- 
lowed to obscure our identity of feeling on 
the other and infinitely greater questions. 

“We, as a nation, have great and terrible 
problems to confront us in the century that 
is now opening. I do not believe that there 
is any other nation with a future as 
as ours, but I believe in that future prim 
because I believe that the average Ame 
citisens will bring to the solution the po! 
problems which confront us the three 
dinal virtues of honesty, courage, and 
mon sense, and we shall need all thre 
our highly complex industrial civiliz 
of today we are confronted with certa! 
normal tendencies which must be over; 
not by indifference, not by a foolish o 
ism which is but one degree more f. 
than a foolish pessimism, but by a resolute 
purpose to face the evil, wennn it, 
and to overcome it.” 


Wants Nation of Justice.

of modern field artillery. 


The favorable effect of this victory to the 
cause of Mulai Hafid is incalculable... During 
the night of Oct. 17 some of Mulai Hafid’s 
men made a third raid on the custom house 
at Mazagan and seized 100,000 cartridges, 
and on the following night they made a 
fourth raid on the same place and captured 
200,000 more cartridges. 


Imperial Troops Reach Tangier. 


The first division of the imperial troops, 
consisting of 800 men, destined for Mogador, 
arrived at Tangier today. Communication 
with Mogador is interrupted. 

Hafid is showing a strong hand tn control- 
ling certain Moorish sects whic:. are demand- 
ing the proclamation of a holy war, to which 
he is unalterably opposed. 

Some of Raistli’s followers have deserted 
him and come to Tangier. The native report 
of the occurrence gives as a reason for the 
desertions that Raisuli, in retaliation for the 
French interference in the steps taken to 
secure the release of Caid Sir Harry Mac- 
Lean, intends to kill MacLean by inches.“

France Lends Sultan $200,000. 


PARIS, Oct. 21.—The government has full 
information of the desperate financial plight 
of the sultan of Morocco, who has only suffi- 
cient funds to last a few days. Temporary 
relief has been arranged through the con- 
clusion of a loan of $200,000 upon the imperial 
jewels, and this money will be sent to the 
sultan by cable. 

A dispatch received from Admiral Filibert, 
the French commander in Moroccan waters, 
says the Moors who attacked the French 
reconnoitering? party recently belonged to 
the army under the command of Mulai 
Rachid. Gen. Drude pursued the Moors 
for four miles and inflicted severe losses.

Filipino Assemblymen Cheer as 
He Is Called Next President. 


GIVES WARNING TO ISLANDS. 


Secretary Says Diversification of In- 
dustries Is Most Important. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, Oct. 21.—Secretary of War Taft 
was introduced tonight as the next presi- 
dent of the United States when he ad- 
Gressed members of the Manila assembly 
gathered at a banquet in his honor. For five 
minutes the portly cabinet officer could not 
make his voice heard above the deafening 
cheers which followed Gov. Gen, Smith's 
prediction of White house honors for Mr. 
Taft. 


A silver loving cup of native make was 
presented to the secretary, who, in express- 
ing his thanks, said he was gratified when 
he heard President Osmena say the United 


States had kept its every promise made to 


the Filipinos in letter and in spirit. — 


Wants Delegates to Aid. 

Mr. Taft said he assumed the Philippine 
delegates at Washington would join him in 
assisting to obtain beneficial legislation. The 
government, he hoped, would reduce the 
tariff on sugar and tobacco. It was possible 
the import of suger would be limited to 400,- 
000 tons. 

Nevertheless,“ he said, in reviving the 
languishing industries of the islands I do not 
desire the Philippines to become another 
Cuba, with foreign owned haciendas and a 
proletariat of unskilled laborers. That would 
not be helping the spread of self-government. 
Today the Philippines are subdivided into 
innumerable small farms, which favors the 
development of a strong middle class. Iam 
satisfied with actual conditions in the telands 
and 1 anticipate prosperity and order.” 

Praises Government’s Actions. 

Amid the applause of Spaniards and Fill- 
pinos Sefior Regidor, who was deported dur- 
ing the insurrection of 1872, escaped, and 
resided most of the time since in London, al- 
ways urging independence, but who recently 
returned to Manila, declared that it was 
unreasonable today to ask for further defini- 
tion of the political status of the islafids and 
wicked to agitate for independence, when 
undreamed of measures of self-government 
were being so generously showered upon the 
Philippines.

He can buy stocks of accepted 
value that will net him from 5 to 8 per cent, 
There are bargains now to be had that were 
hardly to be dreamed of in 1901, when the 
notable panic. occurred in the stock market 
on account of the fight between Harriman 
and Hill for control of the Northern Pacific. 

Again, last March there was a tumble in 
prices which the public generally thought 
must have carried quotations to low levels 
that could hardly be expected again, Now, 
however, the prices of last March are be- 
ginning to look dear, and compared with 
last year the shrinkege of good stocks has 
been anywhere from 16 to almost 200 points. 
If one year ago any one had predicted that 
St. Paul. would touch 110% within twelve 
months, that Illinois Central would drop to 
126%. or that Chicago and Northwestern 
would decline over 78 points, his predictions 
would have been considered the guesse? of 
an unbhalanced mind. 


Small Investors Buying. 

But guch declines are now here, and the 
small capitalists in the west and middle west 
are profiting by current quotations. For the 
last three months commission houses have 
been buying for cashefrom 1 to 10, 20, and 
100 share lots of good stocks upon orders of 
those who for three years held aloof from 
the stock market. 

The so-called public west of Pittsburg has 
done but little dahbling in market specula- 
tion in the period named. The rich men in 
Wall street and spectacular operators like 
John W. Gates made a great deal of noise, 
a great deal of money, lost the greater part 
of it, and have quit the market game. Mean- 
while many men in Wall street who made 
much money through the concentration of 
railroad and industrial managements have 
in. the last. eight months suffered severely. 
Unable to dispose of speculative holdings 
because of high money, scandals, and rail- 
road regulation; they have seen their profits 
and credit swept away. 

At the present time there is hardly a bank- 
er, commission house broker, or observing 
capitalist who will say that the cagh buyer 
will not profit by the interest or dividend re- 
éurn which can be realized on good secur!t- 
ties. Prices may go lower ten or fifteen 
points, but it is felt they will, within the next 
two years, surely go higher. Meantime the 
income from the investment will be more 
satisfactory than has been obtainable pre- 
viously. 

In the list of stocks published in an- 
other column there are examples of 
what has happened in the securities mar- 
ket. The list is presented not to show the 
shrinkage of several billion dollars in market 
values which have occurred, but to indicate 
a few shares whose purchase conservative 
commission houses recommend at this time. 


Bargains in Bonds. 

In bonds there are relatively as good Vai- 
ues. ‘Prices generally are lower than they 
were in 1903, the date of the last previous 
depresslon in securities. A net return of 
4% per cent upon a first class railroad bond 
is something unusual. There are such bar- 
gains, however, to be had at this time. For 
the purpose of comparison, on this page of 
THE TRIBUNE a list of railroad bonds is pre- 
sented showing how much cheaper such in- 
vestments are now than they were in 1903. 

The fact that appeals to conservative think- 
ers in the present situation is that the fall in 
prices has been “due to the causes named 
rather than to decreasing earning power on 
the part of corporations whose securities are 
bought and sold. The loss in values is in 
part due to sentiment. If it were due to di- 
minished earning power, reduction in divi- 
dend rates, or widespread business depres- 
sion, then quotations of today might not be 
so readily cited as suggesting a time for in- 
vestment purchases. When it is understood 
that the country has had ten years of pros- 
perity, that the crops this year are good, and 
that while business probably will slacken 
there is still nothing fundamentally wrong, 
there is room for confidence in the future. 


Changed Relations Seen. 

There are extremely conservative) people 
who point to the fact that the investor should 
take into consideration the changed relation 
between capital and the people as a whole. 
The men in finance who were accustomed to 
do as they pleased in money making proposi- 
tions have come to grief, and the country is 
being taught that all public service corpora- 
tions should be publicly regulated. Acting on 
this wave of sentiment, a great many legisla- 
tures have passed laws reducing railroad 
freight and passenger rates. These acts are 
pointed out as being significant not only on 
account of themselves but the suggestions 
they awaken of the widespread feeling 
against the late captains of industry and the

Government Invakes Seizure 


Clause of Sherman Law 
for the First Time. 


SURPRISE FOR THE TRUST 


Federal Prosecutors Expect Val- 


,nable Facts if Concern 
Goes to Court. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—[{Special.J— 


The administration launched a thunderbolt 


in its prosecution of the truete when it an- 
nounced today the seizure by the government 
of property im Virginia belonging to corpore- 
tions allied with the American Tobacco com- 
pany. The seizure amounted to only about 
$7,000, but the novelty of the proceeding is 
none the less striking, for it ig the first in- 
stance in which the federal government has 
invoked section 6 of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, although that statute was enacted more 
than seventeen years ago. 

Hundreds of prosecutions have been mate 

by the government under the Sherman law, 

and some of the most radical measures of the 
Roosevelt administration have been ineti- 
tuted under ite provisions, but up to this 
time section 6 has been a dead letter so-far 
as any action by the department of justice is 
concerned. 

A part of an official notice given out by 
Attorney General Bonaparte late this after- 
noon in regard to the surprising invocation 
of section 6 reads as follows: 


“The collector of customs at Norfolk, 


: Va., under direction of the secretary of the 
. treasury. and in conjunction with the United 


States attorney for the eastern district of 
Virginia, has seized 175 cases, -containing 
8,750,000 cigarets, valued at $7,272.50, which 
were in transit from factories of the British 
American Tobacco company, limited, located 
in Petersburg, Va., and Durham, N. C., to 
New York and foreign countriés. 

“This seizure was made under section 6 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, which reads 
as follows:

Verdict Dodges Decision on the 
Northwestern Railway Wreck. 


TOWERMAN VS. ENGINEER. 
| 


Witnesses Support Former’s Story; 
Result Surprises Officials. 


Not knowing which to believe, engineer or 
towerman, the coroner’s jury considering the 
responsibility for the Northwestern railway 
wreck of last Saturday evening solved the 
problem yesterday by letting both men go 
free. 

“‘Owing to the conflicting testimony,” the 
verdict concluded, ‘‘ we, the jury, are unable 
to fix responsibility for said collision, and 
recommend the discharge of Engineer Cush- 
ing and Towerman Meyers from police cus- 
tody. 

Before this fruitless result was reached 
nearly 500 pages of testimony were taken 
by the stenographers at the inquest held by 
Coroner Hoffman at Sheldon’s undertaking 
rooms, 289 West Madison street. 


Railway Officials Surprised. 

The verdict was a surprise to the railway 
officials, as the towerman's story was corrob- 
orated by the testimony of the engineer of 
the incoming train and by A. J. Johnson, an 
engineer, who was riding in the cab with 
Cushing, and said he told him that the sig- 
nals were set against him. Fireman Harry 
Larson, who might have confirmed Cushing’s 
account, was killed in the wreck. 

Engineer Stettler of the incoming train 
testified that he had a clear signal from 
Towerman Meyers. He said Cushing must 
have had a stop signal, because Meyers 
could not have given the clear signal to him 
unless he first placed the stop signal 
against Cushing.

SUPREME COURT AGAIN LIMITS 
POWERS OF CITY TRIBUNALS. 


Preparations for Retrial of Many Pris- 
oners Being Rushed as a Result of 
Second Decision. ‘ 


Springfield, III., Oct, 21.—[{Special.]—In an 
order entered by the Supreme court today, in 
the case of the people ex rel. Jonas vs. 
Christopher Strassheim, sheriff, the jurisdic- 
tion of the Municipal court of the city of Chi- 
cago is again defined as extending only to the 
limits of that metropoiis. 

Jonas was tried in the Criminal court of 
Cook county on a charge of murder. In its 

opinion, the Supreme court holds that, asthe 
indictment under which Jonas was tried did 
not definitely state that the alleged crime 
was committed within the limits of Chicago, 
the case was without the jurisdiction of the 
Municipal court. 

It is held, however, that, while the defeng- 
ant is entitled to be discharged from the 
custody of the sheriff, it does not necesearily 
follow that he is entitled to be discharged.

Frederick S. MeClory. Outlines 
Proposal for Clause in the 
Primary Law. 


To remove judges from the political tur- 
moll attendant on a struggle for reélection 
and yet leave their tenure dependent on the 
will of the voters, a proposal has been made 
for a new feature in whatever primary elec- 
tion law may be adopted for the.state. 

The suggestion, made by Frederick 8. Mc- 
Clory, a Chicago lawyer, is that any occu- 
pant of the bench be privileged to have his 
name go on the ballot for reélection without 
the necessity of renomination by convention 
or in any other way. 


Text of Proposed Clause. 

The clause, as Mr. McClory has prepared 
it, reads as follows: 

“That any person, now or hereafter hold- 
ing the office of judge of any court of record 
in this state shall, at his request, have his 
name’ printed on the election ballot to suc- 
ceed himself without the netessity of any 
renomination by any political convention or 
otherwise. 

“ Provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained herein shall preclude or prevent any 
political party or organization from indors- 


ing the candidacy of such person nor from 


nominating some other person tor the same 
office as his successor.’ 


Life Terms Not Satisfactory. 

Speaking of his suggestion Mr. McClory 
said: 

Por many years earnest efforts have been 
made to remove the judiciary so far as pos- 
sible from the strife of partisan politics, and 
to make the members of the bench inde- 
pendent of politicians or political bosses. 
The national method of making the judges’ 
term for life or during good behavior has 
not altogether given satisfaction because of 
the almost utter impossibility to impeach 
or to retire an incumbent of the bench, how- 
ever unsavory his reputation or flagrant his 
acts. 

“It has occurred to me that, as the legisla- 
ture is just now endeavoring to frame a 
new primary bill, possibly the insertion in 
the law of a provision such as I suggest 
might be a good thing. 

“If this should be passed a great deal of 
the unpleasant criticism of judges would 
be removed and their acts would not be 
open to the suspicion, as has sometimes been 
the case, of being the result of political expe- 
diency or made for political effect.”

RINCE JOHN of Liechtenstein, who 


likewise rejoices in the singularly ap- 
propriate Christian name of Placidue 


appropriate because he never troubles 


or disturbs in any manner his 9,000 
subjects, who form the population of his 
sixty-four square mile sovereignty—has just 
turned over to the Order of St: Vincent of 
Paul a beautiful building which he has caused 
to be constructed, together with the large 


turesque portions of Styria, for use as an 
institution for the care of incurable cases of 
cancer, until death brings relief from suffer- 
ing. He likewise has given a large sum of. 
‘money for the endowment and maintenance 
of the Institution, which, differing from hos- 
pitals where people go to be cured, is in 
reality a home for the dying. This ts only one 
more to a long list of similar philanthropic 
establishments which owe their creation and 
existence to his initiative and generosity. In 
fact, it ie doubtful whether there is any 
reigning sovereign in Europe who has a 
greater number of deeds of charity and for 
the relief of suffering to his credit than Prince 
John of Liechtenstein. 

Yet few can boast of ever having set eyes 
upon him. Although he has been near fifty 
years on his throne and is almost 76 years of 
age, few even of his near relatives and sub- 
jects are acquainted with his appearance, and 
it is no exaggeration to state that with*the 
exception of his only brother, the childless 
and unmarried Prince Francis Liechtenstein, 
so long Austrian ambassador at St. Peters- 


servants, nobody knows what he really looks 
like. The reason for this mysterious seclu- 
sion is that he has been afflicted almost from 
his childhood with an ailmént of such a char- 
acter as to lead him to shun the society of hie 
fellow creatures. It does not affect his mind 
in any way. On the contrary, he is one of the 
most intellectually brilliant sovereigns in 
Europe, and the imperial academy of science 
at Vienna and a number of other organiza- 
tions of thé same kind, both in Austria and 
abroad, carry him on their roll of honor. 


— 

The prince spends most of his time in his 
magnificent castle of Bisgrub, in Moravia. 
where, in spite of his AMiction, he entertains 
large parties, especially during the shooting 
season. He likewise dispenses hospitality 
at other of his many castles and chateaux 
and gives dinners, balls, and grand concerts 
at his superb palace at Vienna every winter. 
But his guests never see their host. They are 
never permitted to want for anything and 
are simply overwhelmed with delicate at- 
tentions. But from the time that they cross. 
the threshold until their departure they never 
catch a glimpse of him. Yet they are in some 
way conscious of his presence. It is under- 
stood that he is fond of society, and that if he 
dispenses hospitality, it ig not only from a 
sense of duty but likewise because he likes to 
see and hear agreeable, clever people about 
him. They do not see him, But he sees and 
hears them, when they are at the table, in 
the music room, in the salons, the picture gal- 
leries, and the ballroom, by means, it is said, 
of hidden vasistaa, carefully contrived peep- 
holes, speaking tubes, and electrical con- 
trivances, 

The prince is in every sense of the word an 
absentee ruler and although his principality 

as justly been described as idyllic, lying as it 

des between Switzerland and the Vorari- 
berg, and fed by the waters of the Rhine, 
with no taxes and no national debt, and with- 
out even any prison, yet the prince always 
has lived wholly abroad, that is to say, in 
Austria, in which country, as well as in 
Hungary and in Germany, his private estates 
extend over an area of 600 square miles. His 
subjects at one time rebelled against this 
absenteeism. That was in the early part of 
his reign. So they addressed a remonstrance 
‘to him in writing, which was worded much 
as follows: 


— 

It is perfectly true,“ they declared, that 
we do not pay your highness a civil list, that 
we are burdened with no taxes, and that on 
the contrary we draw money from your hn 
ness’ treasury. We admit all that. But, on 
the other hand, ff your highness were to live 
in your own dominions, you would spend there 
to our advantage the money which is now 
spent by you in foreign lands, and which 
goes into the pockets of aliens. We have 
therefore a right to object, and while we are 
on the subject, we may mention that we wish 
for a constitution, and for a representative 
form of government, just like the other na- 
tions of Europe.“ 

This took place in 1862 or 1868. After a con- 
siderable amount of discussion, a compromise 
was arranged, according to the terms of 
which the prince was permitted to remain a. 
resident abroad as much as he liked, but was 
compelled to endow hig subjects with a full 
fledged constitution, and with a parliament of 
fifteen legislators, elected by the inhabitants, 
he of course being obliged to pay their sal- 
aries, The house meets only when the weath- 
er is too bad for the members to prosecute 
their ordinary agricultural occupations. And 
the debates are restricted almost entirely to 
discussions on the subject of public improve- 
menta, such as the dullding of roads. 
bridges, etc. The prince usually silénces all 
opposition and settles the matter by paying 
the sum in dispute out of his own pocket. 

— 

Only on one occasion did the prince put his 
foot down, and that was when the parliament 
of Liechtenstein entered into negotiations 
with the Monte Carlo gambling establish- 
ment witha view to the creation of an Institu- 
tion of the same kind at Vadus, the capital 
of the principality, and for converting Liech- 
tensteln into a second Monaco. Prince John 
rudely shattered all the golden dreams of bis’ 
subjects based on the insidious stories and 
offers of the Blanc-~Bonaparte-Radziwill- 
Monaco syndicate, by promptly vetoing the 
scheme. 

The principality is obliged to board its prie- 
oners out, owing to the lack of a jail, and it 
has no standing army. It had one, consist- 
ing of about sixty-six men, and in accordance 
with the terms of the alllanee of the princi- 
‘pality with Austria, it proclaimed war 
against Prussia in 1 and the army of 
sixty-six men, under Capt. Rheinberger, was 
dispatched to join the forces of Austria in th 
‘field. Before the Liechtenstein continge 
had got far, news arrived of the defeat of 
Austria at Sadowa, and of the end of the war, 

nd so it marched back again, and two years 
later was disbanded for good and all. Nearly 
twenty years, however, elapsed before the 
late Prince Bismarck, then chancellor, dis- 
covered by mere chance that in the nego- 
tiatione for peadéé after thé battle of Sadowa 
between Prussia and Austria and. latter's 
allies Liechtenstein had been overlooked, and 
was therefore theoretically still in a state of 
war with Prussia. th a certain amount of 
humor he proceeded to remedy this condition - 
of affairs In the most serious manner, and 
dispatched a plenipotentiary in due form to 
Vaduz, for the purpose of negotlating a 
treaty of peace, apologising that the matter 
ghould have been overlooked for so long.

Given at the Flower Show. 


FINE EXHIBITS PLANNED. | 


More than $1,000,000 in Value to Bé 
Represented in Displays. 


$1,000;000 worth of plants and 
be d at the flower show, 
to be held in the Coliseum from Nov. 6 to 12. 
A “City Beautiful” show will be conducted 
by the Horticultural Society of Chicago in 
connection with the exposition. 

Features of the show will be practical H- 
lustrations ot the various operations of gar- 
dening—planting seed, potting cuttings or 
slips, growing seedlings in a hotbed or cold 
frame, spraying and fumigating plants to kip 
insects, applying fertilizer, 
shrubs and trees. 

The directors of the soeiety are Charles I. 
Hutchinson, Clarence Buckingham, John J. 
Glessner, Harlow N. Higinbotham, W. E. 
Kelley, F. O. Lowden, John J. Mitchell, Mar- 
tin A. Ryerson, H. G. Selfridge, and Edward 
G. Uihlein. They have uested the Un- 
versity of Illinois to install the exhibit illus- 
trating the use of insecticides, the state leg- 
islature having established in the university 
an experiment station for floriculture.

‘The educational booths will be run in con- 
nection with the model gardens. In these 
gardens will be flowers of the sort ordinarily 
grown in summer, which have been put in 
greenhouses and retarded so their blossoms 
may be offered to the inspection of flower 
show visitors in November. They will be 
planted in proper color combinations andthe 
beds laid out in model planting schemes. 

Visitors may select in the model gardens 
the varieties which they wish to grow in their 
front and back yards and in adjoining vacant 
lots next summer; then they may step into 
the annex, which will be filled with the edu- 
cational exhibits, and see exactly how to go 
about growing their selections, from putting 
the seed in the ground to killing the insect 
foes of the flowers when they have reached 
maturity. Donations have been made of the 
necessary soll, flower pots, shrubs, trees, cut- 
tings, a model greenhouse, hotbed ‘and cold 
frame, etc. 


— 

A special effort will be made to attract 
school children to the show. In many other 
cities the horticultural societies conduct 
achool gardening competitions every year. 
As an inducement for the children and their 
friends to attend the show, a collection of 
plants valued at $200 will be presented to the 
school receiving the most votes from visitors, 
each being entitled to cast one ballot. 

Since the society began two years ago to 
make its annual shows educational so far as 
possible there has been a noticeable increase 
in the demand at the city’s seed stores and 
from the plant dealers each spring for a gar- 
den seeds and plants. The directors of 
the society’ have therefore decided to pay 
more attention than ever to the educational 
features this year.

“The Home Beautiful is also to receive 
attention in the show. Thesociety is endeav- 
oring to arrange for the decoration of a booth 
on the main floor as a model Mving room, in 
which palms, ferns, blossoming plants, and 
window boxes will be placed to illustraté how 
a room may be brightened by flowers.

One hundred and one milk dealers who are 
accused? by Commissioner of Health Evans 
of selling impure milk will be arraigned be- 
fore Municipal Judge Heap on Nov. 1. 

Papers for their arrest were signed yester- 
day by Judge Heap as the first step in Dr. 
Evans’ crusade against impure milk begun 
at the suggestion of the special pure milk 
commission. The technical charge against 
each is selling milk containing more than 88 
per cent watery fluid, less than 12 per cent 
solids, and less than 8 per cent of butter fats, 
The twelve dealers whose cases will come 
first upon the docket Nov. 1 are:
